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Goins  -  ^l?e  J-ord’s  ^Missionaries

Man’s  aspirations,  beliefs,  deeds, 
and  pasttimes  are  revealed  through 
his  legacv  of  art.  It  matters  not 
whether  this  legacy  he  music,  archi¬ 
tecture,  sculpture,  writing  or  any 
other  art  form.  All  reflect  the  life  of 
the  time. 

Among  our  valued  legacies  are  an¬ 
cient  coins.  These  small  metal  mess¬ 
engers  bear  mute  witness  of  the 
struggles,  the  defeats,  and  the  final 
triumph  of  Christianity.  We  have  but 
to  link  them  to  the  time,  the  place, 
and  the  event.  Shall  we  begin? 

As  on  more  modern  coinage,  the 
ancient  coins’  stories  are  recorded  by 
using  symbols,  inscriptions  and  life¬ 
like  images.  Most  of  the  story  we 
will  tell  is  found  on  the  coinage  of 
the  Byzantine  Empire.  It  is  true  that 
these  coins  leave  much  to  be  desired 
from  an  art  standpoint  but  no  other 
series  is  so  rich  in  meaning.  This 
story  cannot  be  told  from  one  series 
alone  so  it  will  be  necessary  to  step 
back  in  time  now  and  then. 

SYMBOLS 

The  first  and  most  widely  used 
symbol  is  the  cross.  The  cross  in  dif¬ 
ferent  forms  ante-dates  written  his¬ 
tory.  We  know  nothing  of  its  origin 
or  primitive  meaning.  Christianity 
does  not  claim  to  have  originated  the 
form  nor  did  she  borrow  it  from  pa¬ 
ganism.  It  is  a  direct  inheritance  from 
Christ.  Because  of  the  meanin  gful 
association  with  His  death,  the  cross, 
as  we  know  it,  is  the  adopted  sym¬ 
bol  of  Christianity  -  a  reminder  of 
God’s  love  and  man’s  hope. 

Perhaps  the  first  usage  of  the 
cross  as  a  Christian  symbol  is  found 
on  an  Indo-Parthian  bronze.  1st  cen¬ 
tury  A.I).  The  reverse  shows  a  king

on  horseback  carrying  a  crude  cross 
before  him.  This  coin  is  considered  a 
religious  commemorative  celebrating 
the  return  from  India  of  Kind  Gondo¬ 
phares.  one  of  the  Wise  Men.  We 
know  the  Apostle  Thomas  was  in 
India  around  this  time.  Having  wit¬ 
nessed  the  birth  of  Jesus  and  then 
later  hearing  Thomas  preach,  it  is 
no  wonder  that  Gondophares  return¬ 
ed  a  Christian.  The  wonder  is  that 
historians  have  now  correctly  classi¬ 
fied  this  coin  giving  us  proof  of  the 
connection. 

Honorius,  a  western  emperor.  339- 
423,  used  the  cross  on  a  bronze  coin. 
This  seems  to  be  the  first  Roman 
coin  to  feature  a  cross.  However, 
about  the  same  time,  Arcadius,  an 
eastern  emperor,  also  used  the  cross 
potent  on  a  gold  tremissis.  Then  he 
took  the  matter  a  bit  farther  by  using 
a  globe  with  the  cross  potent  on  top. 
The  globus  cruciger,  as  this  form  is 
called,  is  found  on  his  gold  semissis. 
This  was  an  important  step  for  a 
ruler  to  take.  Before,  the  globe  was 
always  topped  with  the  goddess.  Vic¬ 
tory,  giving  her  credit  for  aiding  the 
ruler’s  conquests.  Victory,  who  strong¬ 
ly  resembles  our  Angel,  was  given 
wings  so  that  she  could  fly  triumph¬ 
antly  over  conquered  lands. 

Leo  I.  another  eastern  emperor, 
457-474.  made  a  bold  move.  He  dared 
to  picture  himself  holding  the  globus 
cruciger!  It  is  as  if  he  said,  “I,  Leo, 
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Solidus,  467-472  A.D.  Kings  hold 
globus  and  cruciger. 

proclaim  the  aid  of  Christ.”  About 
this  time  coins  also  featured  Victory 
holding  the  globus  cruciger  and/or 
a  long  cross.  Thus  she  became  a  sort 
of  hybrid  goddess  -  a  pagan  with 
Christian  belief  nibbling  at  her  con¬ 
science.

After  some  time,  it  seems  that  the 
riders  realized  that  Victory  was  a 
pagan  regardless  of  what  attributes 
she  held.  In  574,  Tiberius  II  of  By¬ 
zantium  used  the  cross  potent  mount¬ 
ed  on  three  steps  as  the  main  reverse 
type.  There  is  a  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  about  the  meaning  of  the  three 
steps.  Some  say  it  represents  “Faith, 
Hope,  and  Charity.”  Others  believe 
it  represents  the  “Trinity.”  Perhaps 
the  latter  has  some  substance  since 
Constantins  II,  who  ruled  some  200 
years  previously,  is  credited  with 
establishing  the  doctrine  of  the  Tri¬ 
nity.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  he 
inherited  his  belief  from  his  grand¬ 
mother,  Helena,  a  devout  Christian. 
It  is  comforting  to  think  that  a  een- 
tury  later  a  ruler  also  believed  in  the 
Trinity  and  proclaimed  his  belief. 

THE  CHRISTOGRAM 

Constantine  I.  the  Great,  was  the 
first  Roman  emperor  to  profess  Chris- 
tianitv  During  the  Battle  of  Mulvian 


Bridge,  his  troops  carried  the  labar- 
um.  a  military  banner  emblazoned 
with  Christ’s  monogram.  The  mono¬ 
gram  or  Christogram  was  formed  by 
arranging  the  first  two  letters  of  the 
Creek  word  for  Christ.  Constantine 
used  the  Christogram  as  a  symbol  on 
a  few  coins.  However,  a  most  poi¬ 
gnant  symbol  is  found  on  a  small 
bronze  issued  after  his  death.  He  is 
shown  in  a  chariot  rising  from  the 
earth  with  the  hand  of  God  above. 
This  is  the  first  coin  using  a  symbolic 
representation  of  Cod.  Could  it  al¬ 
lude  to  Elijah’s  assent  into  heaven? 
(2  Kings  11:12.) 

Our  record  would  not  be  complete 
without  mention  of  a  coin  issued  some 
65  years  before  Constantine’s  reign. 
This  was  a  Trajan  Deeius  coin  which 
shows  a  Christogram.  This  brings  up 
a  question.  History  does  not  tell  us 
that  Trajan  Deeius  had  anv  Christian 
ideas.  If  such  unexplained  coin  turn¬ 
ed  up  among  modem  issues,  we 
would  label  it  a  mint  error.  It  is  in¬ 
teresting  to  speculate:  Who  why, 
how,  and  what  happened  to  the  re¬ 
sponsible  party? 

Many  later  rulers  made  coins  fea¬ 
turing  the  Christogram  in  different 
forms  -  atop  a  globe,  as  the  bead  of 
a  staff,  on  the  labarum.  Sometime  the 
object  was  held  by  the  ruler  and 
sometimes  by  Victory.  Either  way, 
the  same  meaning  was  conveyed. 

We  wait  until  circa  350  to  see  the 
Christogram  used  alone  as  a  main 
reverse  type.  Both  Magentius  and 
Constantins  II  used  this  on  their 
bronze  folles.  It  is  a  moot  question  as 
to  who  was  the  first  since  thev  ruled 
different  territories  during  the  same 
period.  Who  pre-empted  the  other  is 
of  little  consequence  so  let’s  get  on 
with  the  examination  of  their  coins. 
On  either  side  of  the  Christian  we 
see  an  \lpha  (A)  and  an  Omega  (V  ' 
These  letters  are  considered  a  direct 
reference  to  the  Lord’s  words  as  told 
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by  John,  “I  am  the  Alpha  and  the 
Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end.” 
(Rev.  21:6) 


Solidus,  Flacilla.  Victory  draws 
Christogram  on  shield. 

Flacilla,  wife  of  Theodosius  I, 
379-395,  issued  a  gold  tremissis  with 
a  Christogram  within  a  wreath.  How¬ 
ever,  her  most  meaningful  reverse  is 
found  on  both  a  gold  solidus  and  a 
bronze.  Here  we  see  Victory  seated 
drawing  the  Christogram  on  a  shield. 
Surely  this  is  telling  us  that  paganism 
is  losing  the  struggle.  Since  coins  of 
that  day  served  as  a  form  of  bulletin 
board,  the  rulers  were  openly  ac¬ 
knowledging  their  turn  to  Christian¬ 
ity. 

Thus  we  find  the  Christogram  car¬ 
rying  a  profound  message  -  a  beacon 
of  faith  which  was  beginning  to  pre¬ 
vail. 

IMAGES  OF  CHRIST  AND 
VIRGIN  MARY 

When  Marcian,  an  eastern  empo- 
rer.  450-457,  married  Puleheria,  who 
was  a  consecrated  Christian,  he  issued 
a  gold  solidus  commemorating  the 
event.  This  coin  is  memorable  since 
it  is  the  very  first  coin  to  picture 
Christ.  On  the  reverse  of  this  solidus, 
Christ  is  seen  between  Marcian  and 
his  bride  blessing  their  marriage.  If 
you  want  to  see  this  unique  coin,  we 
wish  you  “Bon  Voyage”  because  you 
will  sail  for  Glascow,  Scotland. 

It  was  close  to  200  years  later  be¬ 
fore  we  find  another  coin  featuring 
a  portrait  of  Christ  as  a  main  coin 
type.  This  historical  coin  was  issued 
by  Justinian  II.  He  issued  two  types  - 
Christ  with  flowing  hair  and  long

beard  and  with  short  curly  hair  and 
a  short  beard.  Both  show  a  facing 
bust  of  Christ  superimposed  on  a 
cross  with  the  letters  !C  XC.  standing 
for  Jesus  Christ. 

Around  726  the  iconoclastic  move¬ 
ment  was  revived  and  the  use  of 
images  of  Christ  or  other  Christian 
symbols  was  abolished.  It  was  842 
before  we  again  see  Christ  on  coins. 

Not  until  the  reign  of  John  I  Zim- 
isces,  969-976,  is  Christ’s  portrait 
used  on  a  bronze.  This  large  coin 
features  Christ  on  the  obverse  with 
a  four-line  inscription  on  the  reverse. 
It  is  the  first  coin  without  the  ruler’s 
name.

Basil  I,  866-886,  issued  the  first 
coins  showing  Christ  enthroned.  His 
solidus  shows  Christ  seated  facing  on 
a  throne.  His  right  hand  is  raised  in 
benediction  as  he  holds  a  book  of 
Gospels.  This  coin  makes  no  claim 
to  beauty  but  it  is  of  great  significance 
as  a  Christian  messenger. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  coin  issued 
by  Michael  VIII,  1261-1282,  tells 
the  final  story.  He  pictures  the  king 
kneeling  before  Christ!  Indeed,  a 
most  humble  and  positive  demon- 
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stration  of  the  eminence  of  our  Lord. 

Leo  VI,  886-879.  was  the  first 
ruler  to  feature  the  Virgin  Mary.  One 
of  his  solodi  shows  the  Virgin  facing 
with  hands  raised  in  prayer.  Across 
the  coin’s  top  we  find  the  inscription 
“MARIA"  with  the  letters  MP  OV 
meaning  ’Mother  of  God.”  This  is 
another  historic  first.

John  J.  Zimisces  attributed  his 
victories  over  the  Russians  to  the 
blessings  of  the  Mother  of  God  and 
commemorated  this  belief  by  show¬ 
ing  her  likeness  on  many  coins.  A 
solidus  shows  the  Virgin  crowning 
John  I  with  the  hand  of  God  above. 
A  large  silver  coin  shows  the  bust 
of  the  Virgin  holding  a  medallion  of 
the  bust  of  the  Infant  Jesus.  This  is 
the  first  time  we  have  seen  the  in¬ 
fant  portrayed  on  a  coin. 

There  is  no  plainer  way  to  tell  the 
world  that  the  inter  is  turning  to 
Christianity  than  to  feature  sacred 
images  on  the  coins  of  the  realm. 

INSCRIPTIONS 

No  doubt  the  symbols  and  like¬ 
nesses  carried  the  meaning  to  the 
public  of  ancient  times.  So  few  could 
read.  That  was  unfortunate  since 
they  missed  the  significant  messages 
carried  by  the  inscriptions.  But  on 
the  other  hand,  this  may  have  promp¬ 
ted  the  rulers  to  use  inscriptions  more 
freely!  Since  our  camera  can  do  little 
to  help  show  the  inscription,  we  will 
tell  about  a  few  to  show  how  they 
developed  and  how  they  reinforced 
symbolic  meanings. 

The  Indo-Parthian  coin  previously 
mentioned  was  probably  the  first 


time  a  religious  inscription  appeared 
on  a  coin.  It  read,  'King  of  Kings,  the 
great  Saviour.”  This  is  the  meaning 
given  "Soter  Megas”  found  on  the 
coin  that  long  caused  confused  at¬ 
tribution. 

Marcian  issued  bronzes  inscribed 
"DOMINI  NOMINE”  -  “In  the  name 
of  the  Lord.”  Olybrius,  -172,  intro¬ 
duced  a  new  reverse  for  solidi.  a 
cross  with  the  inscription  “SALVS 
MVNDI”  --  "The  salvation  of  the 
world.”  Tiberius  II,  who  featured  a 
cross  on  three  steps  on  all  gold  is¬ 
sued,  made  a  small  silver  coin  with  a 
cross  inscribed  "LUX  MVNDI”  - 
“Light  of  the  world.” 

Heraclius,  610-641,  as  ruler  of  By¬ 
zantium,  aided  in  rescuing  the  Holy 
Gross  from  the  Persians  and  return¬ 
ing  it  to  Jerusalem.  His  silver  coin  of 
615  shows  a  cross  resting  on  a  globe 
atop  three  steps  and  inscribed  “God 
help  to  Romans.”  Here  he  is  asking 
for  God’s  assistance  and  after  the 
cross  is  restored  he  issued  a  20  num- 
mia  inscribed  "In  this  sign  thou  shalt 
conquer.” 

As  you  remember.  Justinian  II  is¬ 
sued  the  first  coin  with  Christ’s  por¬ 
trait.  His  inscriptions  also  introduced 
some  firsts.  "IHS,”  an  abbreviation 
for  Jesus,  is  used  in  his  first  inscrip¬ 
tion  "Jesus  Christ  conquers.”  There  is 
some  question  as  to  which  side  he 
intended  for  the  obverse.  We  can’t 
settle  the  question  but  we  can  tell 
you  that  he  was  the  first  ruler  to  in¬ 
scribe  a  coin  referring  to  himself  as 


Solidi,  Olybrius  and  Theophilus.  Coin 
on  loft:  “The  salvation  of  the  world. 
Cross  Potent.  Coin  on  right:  “Lord 
protect  thy  servant.”  Patriarchial 
Cross. 
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“Servant  of  Christ.”  If  this  tips  the 
scale  in  favor  of  calling  the  side  with 
Christ’s  portrait  the  obverse,  were 
all  for  it. 

Theophilus,  829-842,  issued  the 
first  coins  using  the  patriarchial 
cross.  He  also  introduced  on  coins  the 
familiar  legend  found  on  Byzantine 
seals  and  monuments  “Lord  protect 
thy  servant.” 

There  are  many,  many  more  in¬ 
scriptions  of  importance.  Enough 
have  been  mentioned  to  show  the 
trend.  Inscriptions  began  timidly  with 
abbreviations  and  monograms  then 
as  Christianity  became  more  “popu¬ 
lar”  and  widely  accepted,  they  be¬ 
came  more  meaningful  and  more 
boldly  told  of  the  acceptance  of 
Christ. 

Thus  coins  humbly  and  silently 
carry  on  the  Lord’s  missionary  work. 
And  if  this  story  adds  to  the  meaning¬ 
fulness  of  this  1,967th  birthday  of 
Christ,  it  has  fulfilled  its  mission. 
May  God  bless.

.996  to  .998  rather  than  the  .999  fine 
bars  previously  issued. 

The  change  will  not  affect  the 
amount  of  silver  exchanged  for  the 
certificates.  Holders  of  silver  certifi¬ 
cates  will  continue  to  receive  silver 
equal  to  the  face  amount  of  their 
certificates  at  the  monetary  value  of 
S  1.292929292  per  fine  troy  ounce. 

For  small  transactions,  the  Assay 
offices  will  continue  to  issue  small 
manila  envelopes  which  contain  .774- 
ounces  of  fine  silver  in  the  form  of 
granulations  or  pellets.

Among  the  many  interesting  mon¬ 
ey  displays,  was  the  best  U.  S.  Gold 
coinage  type  set  I  have  seen,  exhibited 
by  Henry  Bliznak  who  also  had  a 
dealer’s  table  -  an  arrangement  that 
seemed  available  to  all  exhibitors, 
and  one  thing  I  appreciated.  He  was 
verv  patient  with  me  when  I  wanted 
to  know  why  he  didn’t  display  a 
choice  $4  Stella  coin  and  a  $50  oct¬ 
agonal  slug,  gently  informing  me  of 
their  tremendous  value  and  rarity. 

I  enjoyed  an  early  morning  talk 
with  Bill  Brothers,  who  I  chanced  to 
meet  in  the  coffee  shop.  He  invited 
me  over  to  his  table  and  gave  me 
some  very  valuable  information  on 
disposing  of  some  duplicate  coins 
and  currency  (always  a  problem)  and 
also  helped  me  locate  some  coins  I 
wanted  to  buv  for  my  collection. 
Brothers  is  an  officer  in  T.N.A.  and 
was  working  hard  in  the  conduction 
of  the  show. 

I  enjoyed  talking  to  my  District 
Governor,  Lyman  Bartee  of  Austin. 

I  renewed  pleasant  relations  with 


dealers,  Henry  Stitzell  of  Crandell 
and  Douglas  Weaver  of  Waco.  But 
it  was  the  general  feeling  I  enjoyed 
most.  Everyone  was  friendly.  I  en¬ 
countered  no  irritations,  major  or 
minor,  even  outside  the  show,  and  I 
get  the  feeling  that  the  hobby  belongs 
more  to  the  collectors  and  less  to  the 
speculators  now. 

I  plan  to  attend  next  year,  come 
what  may. 


NEW  ZEALAND
